Board  Chairman  Steve  Butler  enjoys  studying  different  varieties  of  Capped  Bust 
Quarters.  The  focus  for  this  discussion  will  fall  primarily  on  the  1833  and  1834 


'‘O  over  F'’  varieties.  Since  I have  been 
Editor,  this  is  Steve  s first  time  writing 
for  the  ILNA  Coin  Digest.  I really  en- 
joyed my  time  with  Steve  photograph- 
ing the  fascinating  quirks  ivith  these 
as  he  leads  us  through  this  subject. 
Steve-  Thank  you  for  sharing  in  your 
Knowledge  Thru  Numismatics. 

I started  collecting  Capped  Bust 
Quarters  in  1 995.  The  grades  ranged 
from  Good  to  Very  Good  for  the  Large 
Diameter  Quarters  and  from  Fine 
to  Very  Fine  for  the  Small  Diameter 
Quarters.  I looked  to  collect  a series 
that  was  not  prohibitively  expensive, 
historically  interesting,  low  mintage 
and  somewhat  off  the  beaten  path.

^ The  Book  Early  Quarter  Dollars  of  the  United  States  Mint  by  Rea,  Peterson,  Karoleff  and 
Kovach,  published  by  Rory  Rea,  first  printing  Novcfnher  2010,  described  this  feature  as 
re-punching.  The  5th  edition,  volume  2 Cherry  Pickers  Guide  describes  this  feature  as  the 
letters  OF  and  AM  on  the  reverse  have  been  widely  re-punched.  They  also  state  that  the 
first  A in  America  is  also  re-engraved.  See  pages  126  & 127  for  pictures  and  descriptions.

Most  of  the  varieties  are  found  in  the  earlier  type;  however  there  are 
interesting  varieties  found  in  the  small  diameter  type  as  well.  The  1 834  "O 
over  F in  OF"  can  be  found  in  the  legend  United  States  of  America  on  the 
reverse.  The  O and  F are  connected  at  the  top  by  re-punching.^  This  Red 
Book  variety  can  be  seen  clearly  in  the  photo  below. 

Although  "O  over  F in  OF"  is  the 
namesake  of  this  variety,  this  is  just 
the  beginning  of  the  characteristic 
features  of  this  interesting  reverse. 
This  reverse-  known  as  the  1834 
Browning  1 (B1)-  is  also  found  on 
the  1 833  B2  quarter^  discussed  later 
in  this  article.  The  macro  images 
below  highlight  other  diagnostics. 


1834  B1  Reverse 

• No  period  is  found  after  2d  C;  normally 
there  is  a period  found  after  2d  C. 

• The  tips  of  the  eagle’s  left  claw  are  clearly 
doubled.

Perhaps  the  most  cleverly  hidden  pickup  point  found  on  this  reverse  concerns 
the  shield.  Most  vertical  stripes  on  the  shield  have  three  vertical  lines  while 
this  variety  only  has  two  vertical  lines.^  As  found  on  other  Capped  Bust  coins 
of  the  period,  this  reverse  is  no  stranger  to  differences  in  the  denomination. 
Normally  there  is  a period  after  25  C,  but  not  on  the  1834  Bl.  The  only 
other  small  sized  Capped  Bust  Quarter  reverse  known  without  a period  after 
the  25  C is  the  1 835  67."^  Further  defining  the  reverse  action  on  this  coin  is 
that  the  tips  of  the  eagle's  left  claw  are  clearly  doubled.  A pair  of  the  eagle's 
claw  tips  seem  to  be  floating  in  the  field.  They  are  described  as  re-cutting  by 
Early  Quarter  Dollars  of  the  United  States  Mint  by  Rory  R.  Rea,  Dr.  Glenn 
Peterson,  Bradley  S.  Karoleff  and  John  J.  Kovach  jr.  and  by  Early  United  States 
Quarters  1 796-1838  by  Steve  Tompkins.^  And  besides  all  the  activity  with 
the  reverse  die,  it  is  usually  found  rotated  in  relation  to  the  obverse. 

According  to  the  Cherrypicker's  Guide,  5th  Edition,  Volume  II,  by  Bill  Fivaz 
and  j.T.  Stanton,  the  1 834  O over  F is  a rare  variety,  especially  if  very  sharp. 
They  also  say  too  little  information  is  available  to  value  this  variety.^ 

As  mentioned  earlier,  this  same  reverse  is  shared  with  the  B2 

1 833  Quarter.  It  shows  all  of  the  characteristics  of  the  1 834 
Bl  variety  with  an  added  bonus:  The  first  A in  America  has 
been  widely  re-punched^  (photo  at  right).  The  Rea,  Peterson, 

Karoleff,  and  Kovach  reference  book  describes  this  as  a re- 
cutting. Another  characteristic  they  report  on  the  obverse 
are  die  clashed  bars  at  the  ear  and  die  rust  at  the  date,  clasp 
and  below  the  bust.®  Other  1834  Quarters  also  show  die- 
clashed  bars  at  the  ear.  This  feature  is  not  exclusive  to  the 

1834  B2  reverse.  The  Cherrypicker's  Guide,  5th  Edition, 

Volume  II  states  that  the  1834  Bl  quarter  may  be  from  the 
same  reverse  dies  as  found  on  the  1833  B2  quarter  and

that  more  research  is  needed.  However,  both 
reference  books  on  Early  United  States  quarters 
by  Steve  M.  Tompkins  and  by  Rory  R.  Rea,  Dr. 
Glenn  Peterson,  Bradley  S.  Karoleff  and  John 
j.  Kovach  Jr.,  identify  the  1833  B2  reverse  and 
the  1834  B1  reverse  as  the  same  reverse.  Also 
Tompkins  notes  that  the  1 833  B2  may  have  been 
struck  in  1834  and  not  in  1833.

The  1 833  Capped  Bust  Quarter  is  found  in  two  varieties.  Browning  1 and  2. 
A mintage  of  1 56,000  makes  it  the  lowest  mintage  found  the  small  diameter 
quarter  series.  Perhaps  three  out  of  every  five  1 833  Capped  Bust  Quarters 
are  the  O over  F variety.'^  The  obverse  is  the  same  for  both  the  B1  and  B2. 
The  1833  B1  reverse  is  found  with  three  vertical  stripes  and  a period  after 
the  "C"  for  25  C.  The  1833  B2  reverse-  shared  with  the  aforementioned 
1834  B1-  has  two  vertical  stripes  and  no  period  after  the  C.  It  is  the  first 
use  of  this  unique  reverse  master  hub  die  and  it  was  only  used  for  these  die 
marriages.’^  The  obverse  shows  die  clashed  bars  at  Liberty's  Ear  with  heavy 
die  rust  around  the  date,  clasp,  below  the  bust  and  near  stars  five  to  eight.

The  1 834  quarters  are  found  in  five  varieties  B1  through  B5.  There  are  two 
obverses  and  four  reverses.  The  B1  is  the  O over  F variety.  The  B2  and  B5 
variety  is  the  only  variety  for  this  date  in  which  the  eagle  has  a tongue. 
Although  there  are  three  lines  in  the  shield,  the  shield  lines  on  this  reverse 
are  the  only  ones  engraved  at  an  angle. The 
eagle  does  not  have  a tongue  for  both  B3  and 
B4  varieties.  The  obverses  are  the  same  for 
both  B3  and  B4,  however  the  reverses  are 
different.  The  small  arrowheads  are  found  on 
the  B3  reverse  and  large  arrowheads  are  found 
on  the  B4  reverse.  See  the  inset  photos  at  right 
to  discern  the  difference  between  the  small 
arrowheads  and  the  large  arrowheads.

MILITARY  CHALLENGE  COINS-  Patrick  Kut 

With  it  being  around  Memorial  Day,  I decided  to  pick  a topic  that  had  to  do 
with  the  military.  1 was  doing  a search  and  there  are  a lot  of  military  theme 
coins  but  I think  the  most  interesting  are  the  challenge  coins.  One  story 
said  the  idea  of  them  started  during  World  War  I.  A wealthy  lieutenant  had 
medallions  struck  in  bronze  with  his  squadron  emblem  on  it,  and  he  carried 
his  in  a pouch  around  his  neck.  His  aircraft  went  down  behind  enemy  lines 
and  he  was  immediately  captured  by  a German  Patrol.  The  German  Patrol 
took  all  of  his  personal  identification  but  they  left  the  pouch  around  his 
neck.  He  managed  to  get  civilian  clothing  during  a bombing  and  escaped 
and  stumbled  upon  a French  outpost.  They  thought  he  was  a spy  for  the 
Germans  and  were  going  to  kill  him.  He  showed  them  his  medallion  and

luckily  they  recognized  the  insignia.  They  ended  up  giving  him  a bottle 
of  wine  rather  than  shooting  him.  Once  he  made  it  back  to  his  squadron 
it  became  a tradition  for  those  men  to  carry  the  medallion  on  them  all 
the  time.  Challenge  coins  have  the  word  challenge  in  them  for  a reason: 
to  make  sure  soldiers  carried  it  for  their  own  safety.  A challenger  would 
ask  to  see  the  coin  and  if  the  challenged  man  could  not  produce  his  coin 
then  he  had  to  buy  a round  of  drinks.  However,  if  the  challenged  member 
produced  his  coin,  the  challenger  paid  for  the  drinks.  The  challenge  coins 
may  not  be  worth  anything  except  to  the  person  who  has  one  but  they  had 
an  important  purpose.  Today  they  are  used  more  to  show  pride  in  your 
branch  of  the  military  than  proving  you're  not  a spy.  If  you  know  someone 
who  served,  ask  them  if  they  have  one.  tF 
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DON'T  GIVE  UP  ROLL  HUNTING!

Affordable  Large  Cents

With  our  northern  neighbors  in  Canada 
ending  cent  production  ainnosttwo  years  ago 
and  the  never-ending  buzz  about  how  costly 
our  own  cent  coins  are  to  make,  this  might 
be  the  perfect  time  to  look  backjn  history 
to  when  we  last  experienced  this  problem:  The 
switch  from  our  large  cents  to  the  small  c^^.we  all  take 
for  granted  today.  None  of  the  old  ones-S 
a cent  any  longer,  but  there  still  might 
ones  in  the  line-up. 

First,  the  last  ones.  More  precisely,  we  ^IMufd  look  first  at  the  Coronet  Head 
cents  of  1837  - 1857,  otherwise  known  as  the  "Modified  Portrait"  or  the 
"Braided  Hair"  types.  With  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia  in  the  one-cent  business 
for  well  over  forty  years  by  that  point,  a person  would  be  right  to  think  they 
had  the  formula  down  for  producing  one-cent  coins  en  masse.  That  thought 
holds  true  for  every  date  within  this  short  set-  except  for  the  1 857's.  By  then, 

the  die  had  been  cast  for  a new,  smaller 
cent  coin.  Only  333,546  of  this  final 
year  were  produced.  So  today  the 
1857,  which  exists  in  a large  and 
small  date  variety,  is  really  the  only 
costly  coin.  For  all  the  others-  even 
some  of  the  slightly  better  varieties- putting 
down  $50-$1  00  will  get  you  a specimen  in  a 
grade  such  as  VF-20  or  EF-40. 

Now,  a couple  of  caveats  are  in  order  before  we  dig  deeper  into  the  large 
cents.  First,  if  $100  seems  stratospherically  high  for  you  when  it  comes  to 
prices,  now  is  the  time  to  bow  out  gracefully.  There  are  no  large  cents  at 
all  that  cost  $10  or  less-  unless  you  are  buying  holed,  corroded  or  dateless 
specimens.  These  have  become  classic  collectibles,  one  and  all.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  you  look  down  your  nose  at  coins  that  are  less  than  mint  state,  be 
prepared  to  pay  through  that  same  proboscis  if  you  want  MS-63,  MS-64,  or 
even  MS-65  large  cents.  They  exist,  but  they  are  always  hard  to  come  by- 
and  always  costly.

With  those  two  warnings  right  op  front, 
we  can  say  that  a collection  of  large 
cents  from  1837  - 1856  is  not 
all  that  difficult  to  assemble.  It 
can  be  a lot  of  fun  looking  for 
examples  of  each  date  with 
only  mild,  even  wear,  and 
without  scratches  or  other 
undesireable  marks.  A bit 
of  patience  will  help  in  this 
kind  of  endeavor. 


Stepping 
back  further, 
we  get  to  what  "A  Guide  Book 
to  United  States  Coins"  (the 
Red  Book")  calls  the  Liberty 
Head  series.  Although  they 
claim  this  covers  the  years 
1 81  6 - 1 857,  the  design  that 
was  unveiled  in  1837  was  the 
work  of  Mr.  Christian  Gobrecht- 
the  same  artist  who  produced  the 
Seated  Liberty  design  for  our  silver 
coinage.  The  earliest  Liberty  Head  cents 
were  the  design  work  of  Mr.  Robert  Scot 
or  John  Reich.  In  whatever  case,  the 
portrait  used  from  1816  - 1837 
is  distinctly  different  from  the 
Gobrecht  image. 

As  we  might  imagine  in  this 
long  a stretch  of  time,  there 
will  be  some  years  that  are 
key  dates,  and  more  that 
are  not.  Figuring  that  out  is 
certainly  not  rocket  science; 
it's  much  more  just  the  law 
of  averages.  The  less  ob\  ious, 
but  better  news  here  is  that 
the  common  dates  still  can  be 
purchased  in  grades  such  as  VF-20  tor 


about  $100  each,  sonK'times  k'ss.

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As  we  progress,  perhaps  a word  or  two  is  in  order  about  what  gets  called 
common  dates.  Almost  all  of  the  years  from  1 81  6 up  to  1 837  saw  an  annual 
mintage  in  the  millions.  But  true  large  cent  aficionados  have  studied  the 
series  in  enough  detail  that  there  have  been  several  varieties  catalogued 
within  the  different  years.  For  example,  there  are  four  different  possibilities 
for  an  1 834.  Two  are  quite  expensive,  while  two  fall  within  our  definition  of 
a common  coin-  and  certainly  within  our  price  range  for  one.  The  differences 
are  always  a matter  of  the  size  of  the  stars  on  the  obverse,  the  size  of  the '8' 
in  the  date,  and  the  size  of  the  lettering  used.  If  you  have 
not  paid  much  attention  to  this  series  before  now,  and 
do  decide  to  assemble  a collection  by  date,  start  with 
the  common  coins.  It's  much  more  satisfying 
than  draining  your  wallet  for  what 
appears  to  the  eye  to  be  a small 
difference  in  design. 


From  1 81 6 to  1 837  there  are 
almost  30  dates  and  varieties 
we  could  consider  common-  or 
at  least  affordable.  That  is  definitely 
good  news.  If  there  is  bad  news  to 
balance  it  out,  it  is  that  going  back  further  in  timey  to 
the  Classic  Head  series  of  1 808  - 1 81 4,  or  to  anything 
prior  to  that,  there  is  basically  nothing  that  we  might 
want  to  consider  cheap  or  affordable.  There  may 
have  been  enough  copper  in  these  large  cents  that 
back  in  1 857  they  were  worth  more  than  their  face 
value;  but  it's  fair  to  state  that  no  one  could  have  seen 
the  value  they  would  all  climb  to  today. 

We  have  seen  that  there  are  indeed  quite  a few 
collectible  large  cents  today.  There  are  also  some  that 
command  rather  amazing  prices,  notably  the  earlies 
ones.  None  of  us  can  know  for  sure  when  the  current 
one-cent  coins  will  be  done  away  with  or  altered  in 
composition. We  can  surmise  that  somewhere  down 
the  road  the  question  we  have  looked  at  now-  the 
affordability  of  large  cents-  will  be  applied  to  these 
small  ones.  In  the  meantime,  now  could  be  a great 
opportunity  to  assemble  a large  cent  collection,

The  ILNA  Spring,  2014  Board  Meeting  was  held  at  the 
Holiday  Inn,  Itasca,  Illinois  on  Sunday,  May  18th,  2014. 


ROLL  CALL 

President  Steve  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:40pm.  Also  in  at- 
tendance were  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Treasurer  Bill  Burd,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  Steve  Butler,  Governors  Jim  Paicz,  Tim  Guest,  Brian  Heil,  Joyce  Paicz, 
Bruce  Perdue  and  Kevin  Timmons.  Vice  President  Andrew  Reiber  and  Governors 
Brian  Jaskierski  and  Richard  Prouty  each  had  an  excused  absence.  There  was 
one  guest  present  Brian  Neidel. 

PRESiDENrS  REPORT 

Steve  Harrison  asked  the  Board  if  everyone  read  the  winter  minutes  which 
were  e-mailed.  After  discussion  Bruce  Perdue  motioned  to  accept  the  minutes, 
seconded  by  Bill  Burd,  passed  unanimously.  Harrison  also  reported  State  Bill 
1778  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Illinois  Senate  and  coin  dealers  have  been 
excluded  from  holding  numismatic  material  and  bullion  metals.
